the formation of a company was talked of 
last winter, a gentleman of Decatur who 
was interested in the matter, saw at Chi- 
cago a map prepared by the Standard Oil 
company, showing the localities of the vari- 
ous oil and gas fields. It was made by an 
acknowledged expert geologist. The map 
showed that Decatur was in the Indiana 
gas field, while Litchfield, III., was in the 
outer edge. Terre Haute and Mattoon were 
also in the field. Gas has been discovered 
since then at the last two places. 


Mr. Weaver said also that he could make 


a report of the formation of the earth at a 
depth of every five feet. With such a re- 
port a boring would be of great value, aside 
from any find of gas that might be made. 
Ills thought there are valuable deposits of 
coal under the one now being worked. 
Such a bore would locate them definitely 
and determine exactly their thickness.

Fiobably all classes of men, as well as in 


dividual!), have their failings. We hav' 
all been viarned against the lawjers, th' 
doctors and the preachers, because of some 
professional inclinations they have exhibits 
from time to time. But wealwajsou-iloul- 
those little imperfections, and at last ad 
mire the lawyers for their brilliant shrewd- 
ness, praise the preachers for their good- 
ness and tolerate the doctors because of the 
diseases we have not. 13ut other clasaus o: 
men have their failings. Just now our rep- 
resentatives in Washington are the ones 
who are morally awry. Of course one-hal: 
the fellows in Washington are always re 
garded with a great deal ot suspicion, and 
they are kept there only because the repub 
licans outvote us in several places, and puL 
a returning board on us in others. But we 
hope, with the help of Harrison's late part- 
ner, to be ab'e to overcome these little ob- 
stacles that stand in the way of good gov- 
ernment, and that are a plague upon our 
political life.

He wasn't a congressman, so be "had sense 
enough to collect on these collateral secure- 
ties. When the game was played to a fin- 
ish, Silcott went to Canada with 380,000 
worth of congressional innocence. He got 
about all there was in sight, and now the 
congressmen want to create some more. 


To this end they will introduce a bill to 


reimburse themselves at the people's ex- 
pense. The investigating committee has 
concluded to recommend an 
appropriation 


in behalf of these buncoed congressmen. It 
is not known how many of this committee 
are losers by Silcott's acts, but it is safe to 
say a majority. All the easy victims are 
reported as enthusiastically in favor of the 
proposed appropriation, so that it will go 
through; such bills always do. 


Now if this is the way these fellows are 


going to fix it up, the people are the ones 
who must bear the burden. And yet this 
is a little bit strange. The people are not 
the ones who chose Silcott, or signed the 
the receipts that enabled him to get away 
with the money. Their only offense lay in 
paying too many taxes. And yet these tax- 
payers are to be cooly asked to stand aside 
while congressmen proceed to reward their 
own ignorance, to rake in the booby prize. 
Well, if such a prize was ever entirely ap- 
propriate, these congressmen ought to have 
one. But then the people ought to be al- 
lowed to determine the value. An $80,000 
one is entirely to rich for the occasion. A 
lot of leather medals and exhausted liver- 
pads would be about the thing. 


So Silcott will be ahead, and also the con- 


gressmen, for they will probably charge up 
interest, and the people will have to content 
themselves, for the present, with a feeling 
of unavoidable generosity. 
But tradition 


has made salary 
grabbing a very un- 


profitable business, and the same thing may 
bs done again. 
It takes a thoroughly dc- 


VJ!oped chump to sign a receipt for money 
that is not in sight, but there is another de- 
gree of imbecility. 
The congressman who 


votes for a salary-grabbing bill has reached 
it 
He is the lineal descendent of that anj 


clent fellow who killed the fowl that gave 
daily birth to the golden egg. 


CULVER IS NO CRANK. 


It seems that Ex-Juror Calver is unable to 


distinguish between notoriety and fame, or 
he holds one as desirable as the other 
actions on the Cronin jury havebroi ghthi u 
a pretty general cussing.

DEATH STALKS IN AT A REHEARSAL. 


\ 


Two Girls Bnrncd to Death and B Num- 


ber of Others Seriously Injured—How 
the Accident Occurred—Tlie Russian 
Influenza Finds Many Victims at Bos- 
ton and Other Cities—Fire in a Pres- 
oyterlan IJpspital—Other Misliaps. 
DETROIT, Dec. 20.—A shocking accident 


occurred at the Tilden public school early 
Thursday evening while some sixteen girls 
were rehearsing a Christmas cantata. The 
costumes of the girls were made of light 
gauze and trimmed with cotton batting. 
One ot the performers had a wand with 
which she accidentally struck a candle, ig- 
niting the wand. The flames were commun- 
icated to the children's clothing and all were 
burned more or l»es. Five were enveloped 
in flames and ran into the street, where 
some workmen rolled them in the mud and 
extinguished the flames. 


One Girl Burned to Death. 


Jennie Lancashire was burned to death, 


however, and the other four are supposed to 
lie fatally in jured. The fire, which in the 
meantime had communicated to the floor of 
the school house, was extinguished without 
difficulty. Bessie Zeley was the girl whose 
costume was first ignited by the wand. Im.- 
Jn«diately the other girls gathered around 
^er and endeavored to extinguish the flames. 
The result was that in a moment at least a 
dozen terrified children were running wildly 
around the room with their clothes ablaze. 
A terrible scene ensued; the panic-stricken 
children ran from the room and rushed 
wildly through the building calling for help, 
but none was at hand. 


The Janitor's Timely Appearance, 


Finally, however, the janitor appeared 


and dashed pails ot water over some of 
them. The janitor's timely 
_ appearance un- 


doubtedly prevented the disaster from be- 
ing much more terrible in its results. Jen 
nie Lancashire was carried to a house near 
by, where it was found every article of 
clothing, with the exception o£ her shoes, was 
burned from her body. She lingered in the 
greatest agony till death relieved her suffer- 
ings. The number of seriously burned is 
now put at eight, but it is not thought that 
their injuries ore necessarily fatal. 


Another Deatli. 


Bertha Moody, aged 13, was burned about 


the hips, head arms and face and died Fri- 
day morning; Bessie Bamford, aged 14, was

rica to the end of establishing them, or at> 
tempting to do so, but is merely prolonging 
the dispute in order to throw dust into the 
eyes of any other powers likely to discover 
the real object in view. 


To Merge Portugal and Spain. 


The earnestness of the British officials and 


the British public in resenting the preten- 
sions of Portugal leads them to give little or 
DO credence to any part of the story, but it 
Is here given for what it is worth. It is as- 
serted that the Portuguese monarch and his 
ministers, finding the trend of public opinion 
irresistibly in the direction of a republic, al- 
;hough they emphatically deny that this is 
the ease, have lately had recourse to secret 
communication with the Spanish republican 
leaders laying before them a proposition to 
merge Spain and Portugal into a homogene- 
ous republic with Senor Castelar as presi- 
dent and a ministry composed of Spanish 
and Portuguese statesmen in equal numbers. 


An Uprising Almost Inevitable. 


This proposition, it is alleged, embodies the 


conditions that the Portuguese regning 
family shall be permitted to reside in Portu- 
gal or elsewhere at will and that the civil 
list shall be continued; any concessions which 
may be made to the royal family of Spain to 
be settled wholly by the Spanish Republic- 
ans. The Portuguese monarchists, it it as- 
serted, are led to take this step in conse- 
quence of their conviction that a Republican 
rising in the country at no very distant date 
is almost inevitable. 


THE ST. PAUL ICE PALACE. 


It Is To Be 2 GO Feet Long anil ISO Feet 


High—Tlie Cost. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. "M.—The plans for 


the ice palace of 1S90 were accepted Thursday 
and construction will be begun as soon as 
there is ice enough in the Mississippi. The 
castle will be 360 feet long and will vary in 
width from forty-eight to 200 feet. There 
will be one large central tower fifty-four 
feet square and rising in the air to the height 
of 150 feet. Seven smaller towers will be 
erected at different angles, their height rang- 
ing from forty to eighty feet. The towers 
are almost purely Romanesque in design. 
Starting at the main entrance, either from 
the east or west side, the visitor will enter 
the main tower, looking to the right and left 
down long vistas to the royal apnrtments 
at one end and a large amphitheatre at the 
other.

rooms. These are located at the east end of 
the palace. 
The amphitheater is a large cir- 


cular inclosure 100 feet in diameter, with a 
realistic scene at the extreme end and nichrs 
in the wall filled with statuary. The vista 
will be about 300 feet long and from HO to 40 
feet wide, and will be decorated with ice 
arches and sprayed evergreens intermingled 
with many colored electric lights. The cost 
of the structure will be 815,000.
